| Direct to Germany 


Possible for First Time Since Out- 
break of War 


been arranged between Canada and 
Germany for the first time since the 
outbreak of war nine years ago, ac- 
cording to official advices received at 
the Regina post office. The new ar- 
rangement js additional to the existing 
parcel post route via England, 

Direct parcel mails for Germany 
will be made up at Montreal during 
the summer season and St. John, 
|N.B., or Halifax, N.S., during tho 
winter, The first direct dispatch was 
forwarded by the Empress of France 
which left Montreal, Saturday, August 
18, 

The rates of postage on parcets 
posted in Canada for transmission 
by this direct route are from 23 cents 
a pound to $1.37 for 11 pounds. 

Regulations as to packing, customs 
declarations, prohibited articles, ete., 
are the same as for parcels for Ger- 
many sent via England, \ 

While the charges for the convey- 
}ance of parcels by the direct service 
are lower than for the service via 
England, the frequency of the direct 
service 1s less and the choice of the 
route should be left to the vendor.

Many there be who assist in the 
movement to place before the eyes of 
we, the public, vast lettures, articles 
and talk praising and emphasi#ing the

But 
let us glance for a period of time at 
another phrase of the question—what 
price do we pay in order to receive 
these desirable conditions under which 
to live? That American philospher, 
Franklin, says “There are no gains 
without pains.” Is there nothing of 
value parted with; nothing beautiful 
value pared with; nothing beautiful 
or otherwise useful passed by by the 
farmer, which is left at the command 
of his urban brother—nothing lacking’ 
to place before the farmer at his in- 
stant command the fullness of life and 
all of its desirable attributes? Then 
why, must I ask, does the condition 
exist where in the farmer does not 
come to the realization whereby he 
exist wherein the farmer does not 
ing influence? It is certainly a weak 
statement on the part of one who is 
trying to tell of the fact that the farm 
is the most desirable place to live that 
it offers more as a place of abode 
than anywhere else, to point out the 
great men who were born or spent 
the years of their youth upon the farm 
as magnificent examples of what suc- 
cess life on the farm brings to one, 
for the fact has been there brought 
forth that the farm is nothing more 
than a hot-bed in which to start the 
youth of the land. Few men who 
have advanced in any important line 
to a place of note have spent tehir 
life mainly on the farm. We could 
point out Thoreau and a few others 
who have clung to it, but they are the 
exception which proves the rule. We 
have glowing tributes paid to farm 
life by men of high position, and well 
deserved place as example for their 
underlings, but the fact that they, 
themselves, do not spend their time 
there should be accepted as sufficient 
proof that men of that type believe 
the condition to exist that there is 
somewhere else which has more to 
offer. 

“Oh, how I wish that I could just 
return to the farm to spend the 
rest of my days!” exclaims a tired and 
careworn business man. Then why 
does he not do so? If he will pur- 
chase a tract of land and go to work, 
he is almost certain to be able to 
find the “two-by-four” life and the 
two-by-four living which from the 
outside apears so attractive to his 
imagination. No, he “must attend to 
his business which he has built-up” 
as though there is no one who would 
take his business off his hands and 
compensate him sufficiently to enable 
him to make a substantial payment 
upon the farm which ha so much de- 
sires.
